The record hot spell is due to 
break, Forecaster Walter J. Moxom

It is moving in belatedly, he con- 
ceded, for yesterday's 100 degrees 
was followed by a night in stifling 
contrast to the “about 70” forecast, 
but it is moving in, In early fore- 
noon the m was climbing 
toward 90 for the twenty-fourth 
day and, after slipping back to 80 
degrees at noon, resumed the climb 
through the 80s after 1 o’clock. 

The cool air mass spread over 
the Great Plains and Mississippi 
Valley today and brought morning 
temperatures five to 20 degrees 
lower than at the same hour yes- 
terday. The effect was recorded 
earlier west of St. Louis through 
Missouri and even as near as the 
airport station at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field. 

Temperatures, above 80 until an 
hour when many St, Louisans were 
dragging themselves from sheets 
damp with perspiration, were abet- 
ted by failure of air movement 
which had been lively in early

Jr. has been recovered from a 
glacier pit on Mount Rainier, but 
the manner of his death remains

Two rangers descinded by rope 
yesterday 85 feet to the base of 
a crevasse in Carbon River Glacier, 
where the 21-year-old University of 
Washington football player had 
lain buried under a blanket of ice 
since Sunday.

Court Says Collector 
Sam B. Smith Pocketed 


Tax Payments.

LEXINGTON, Mo., Aug. 12. — 
Sam B. Smith, Collector of Lafa- 
yette County for the last 10 years, 
was charged with a shortage of 
$149,626 in a report read to the 
County Court today by W. A. Hol- 
loway, chief clerk of the State Au- 


a lengthy investigation into 


Smith’s accounts. 


Charging that Smith had “main- 
tained an elaborate set of false 
records which made detection dif- 
ficult,” the report stated that in 
the years 1936 to 1940, inclusive, 
Smith had accepted tax payments 
from county residents but, in- 
stead of turning the money over 
to the State or county treasuries, 
put it into his own pocket, 

“The widespread falsification of 
records,” the report said, “was in- 
tentionally designed to conceal and 
deceive as to the true condition 
of tax collections.” 


Collector’s Statement. 


Smith, a Democrat now serving 
his third four-year term, was not 
in court as the report was read, 
although one of his deputy collect- 
ors was present. He later issued 
a statement which said: 

-“T have not yet seen the auditor’s 
report, but the picture cannot pos- 
sibly be as dark as I am told the 
report makes it. I have been told 
the auditors in their report, on le- 
gal technicalities, did not allow 
credits in considerable amounts for 
abatements ordered by the County 
Court. At any rate, my conscience 
is clear. I have not stolen any 
— and my friends know I have 
not.” 

The report said Smith did not 
report taxes as collected, but that 
he either turned them over several 
months later or not at all. Mer- 
chants and manufacturers’ taxes 
were improperly collected, the re- 
port said, with the result that some 
merchants operated without li- 
censes. 

Practices as to Sales. 


“Tax lien sales were not con- 
ducted,” the report said, “or were 
conducted falsely, improperly con- 
cealing the actual status of the 
property at sale,” 

Smith wrote off taxes on util- 
ities, such as the telephone com- 
pany, without authorization of the 
County Court, the report said, and 
he abated the interest and penal- 
ties on delinquent taxes “as he 
saw fit.” 

The report criticised the County 
Court, pointing out that some of 
the practices charged against Smita 
should have been discovered earli- 
er. The Court “failed dismally” to 
apply ordinary budgeting practices 
to its work, the report said.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP).— 
The House decided tentatively to- 
day to extend the training of se- 
lectees, National Guardsmen and 
Army Reserves 18 months beyond 
the one year originally set. 

By a voice vote, the members 
accepted the 12-month extension as 
an amendment to the House bill, 
which would have suspended in- 
definitely the present limit of 
service. 

A little earlier the House had 
rejected, 176 to 117, a proposal that 
the service of selectees not be ex- 
tended, but that of the National 


Guardsmen and reserve compo- 
nents of the army be continued a 
second year. 

An attempt by Representative 
Hinshaw (Rep.), California, to au- 
thorize a six-month extension of 
service was cast aside on a stand- 
ing vote of 9 7to 61. 


Voluntary Basis Rejected. 


Representative Short (Rep.), 
Missouri, sponsored a dual propo- 
sal eliminating'a declaration that 
the national interest was imperiled 
and providing selectees could vol- 
unteer for a second year of train- 
ing instead of being compelled to 
serve, This was rejected, 1385 tor 
146. 

These were the first tests of 
strength on the measure, as all fac- 
tions strove for final votes before 
the end of the day. 

The Short amendments were re- 
garded as one of the main attempts 
by the minority to defeat the ad- 
ministration’s efforts to keep selec- 
tees, reserves and the National 
Guard in training beyond the stat- 
utory 12-month period. 


Just before the vote, Chairman 
May (Dem.), Kentucky, of the Mil- 
itary Committee, closed -debate, 
saying that “if the nation is imper- 
iled, it is the plain duty of the 
House to defeat the amendment.” 


“Today,” he said, “Admiral Dar- 
lan, the head of the French fleet, is 
the puppet dictator of France—the 
instrument of Hitler.

BERLIN REPORTS 
BLACK SEA COAST 


Red Forces Cut Off, Are 
Water, Invaders Say — 
Rail Lines. 


BERLIN, Aug. 12 (AP).—Flying 
units of Adolf Hitler’s panzer di- 
visions have pursued Soviet armies 
of the Ukraine to the Black Sea 
coast at several points, German 
military sources said tonight, part- 
ly isolating the Red army units 
cornered to the west. 

Two Generals of the Twelfth and 
Thirteenth Russian armies have 
been captured, the informants said. 
(The capture of the commanding 
general of the Twelfth Army was 
claimed by thé Germans last week.) 


‘The points along the Black Sea 
coast at which the armored units 
have arrived were not divulged by 
these sources, but earlier it was 
reported the Germans were driving 
to objectives east of Ochakov, a 
small Black Sea port 40 miles east 
of Odessa, the big naval base. 

Escape Attempt RBeported. 

All Soviet troops in those areas 
and farther west toward the Dnies- 
ter were said in these earlier re- 
ports to be virtually trapped and 
attempting to withdraw by sea. 

Rail facilities in the whole area 
were reported demoralized as the 
Nazi air force pounded at every- 
thing moving. 

The high command, stating that 
“operations on the Eastern Front 
continue favorably,” said in its 
daily communique that the air 
force bombed “several important 
r ilway junctions.” Big fires and 
explosions crippled he Soviet rail- 
way facilities, the high command 
said. 

Six Ships Reported Sunk. 

DNB, German news agency, re- 
ported that six Soviet transport 
vessels had been sunk by Nazi 
bombers off the coast of Odessa, 
important oil and grain .port serv- 
ing the rich Ukraine area. 

Indicating great power in the 
German attack, DNB stated that 
German artillery fire had sunk 
three Russian gunboats in the 
lowe.

E. 8S. Lock, another ace credited 
with 30 victories, were reported 
missing today. 

Bader, 30 years old, had won the 
Distinguished Service Order: and 
bar and Distinguished Flying 
Cross with bar, an accomplishment 
achieved by only one other man 
in the service, A. G. Malan, a 
South African. 

Lock, 21, called “Sawnoff 
Lockie” because he was so short, 
also was a holder of the Distin- 
guished Service Order and Distin- 
guished Flying Cross with bar. He 
gained nine of his victories in one 
week last September and was dec- 
orated at Buckingham Palace aft- 
er undergoing 15 operations for 
burns suffered in battle. 

Bader had participated in many 
of the offensive sweeps of the 
Royal Air Force over the channel 
and France. ' 

He lost his legs in a flying acci- 
dent while ssrving with the R. A. 
F. in 1931. After proving that he 
could fly with artificial legs, he 
was readmitted to the service aft- 
er the start of the war. 

One night at the height of the 
Luftwaffe's blitz against Britain 
last September, his squadron was 
credited with bringing down 14 
Nazi planes, 

On another occasion his metal 
legs were badly bent in a crash. 
He, had them straightened and 
within half an hour was in the 
air again.

MANILA, Aug. 12 (AP)—The 
Japanese high command is planning 
to place a total of 180,000 troops 
in French Indo-China, the major- 
ity of them in Western Cambodia 
adjoining the border of Thailand, 
it was learned on good authority 
tonight.

GERMAN PINGERS 
THRUSTS IN KIEV 
LENINGRAD AREAS 


Moscow Reports Defenders 
Still Holding in Center 
Around Smolensk, Where 
Fighting Enters Its 28th 
Day. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 12 (AP).—Hard 
pressed on both flanks, the Red 
army was reported today fighting 
fiercely against two Nazi pincers 
movements around Leningrad in 
the north and Kiev in the 


Ukraine. 

The mid-day communique de- 
clared the Russians still held the 
Nazis on the central road to 
Moscow in the long-contested Smo- 
lensk salient. 

“No major engagements took 
place in other directions and 
tors of the front,” it said. 

The centers of fighting in the 
north were listed as Kakisalmi, 
on the Karelian Isthmus, 75 miles 
north of Leningrad, and in the 
Soltsi sector 120 miles south of 
Russia’s second largest city. 

Key battle zones in the south 
still were given by the Russians 
as Korosten, 80 miles northwest 
of Kiev, and Uman, midway be- 
tween the Ukraine capital and the 
big Black Sea port of Odessa. 

Blows by Soviet Air Force. 
The communique credited the 
Red air force with hard blows at 
Nazi infantry and motorized forces 
along the entire battlefront and at 
airdromes deep behind the lines. 
Soviet planes were reported to 
have wrecked a big railway bridge 
across the Danube at the Rumani- 
an town of Cerna-Voda, on the 
oil shipment line from Constanta 
toward Germany, and to have 
bombed shipping at Constanta. 

In one battle in the Korosten 
area a large German tank column 
was routed by Russian planes, 
tanks, artillerymen and infantry- 
men working together, the com- 
munique said. After the engage- 
ment wreckage of the Nazi units 
was strewn along a road for eight 
miles, it was reported. 

More than 50 per cent of the 
German tanks were declared to 
have been destroyed, including 
15 heavy machines. Two anti-air- 
craft batteries were destroyed, the 
communique said. 

28th Day of Smolensk Battle. 

The Soviet Bureau, of Informa- 
tion’s midnight communique dealt 
principally with the stepped-t_ air 
war and increasing guerrilla op- 
erations behind the German lines, 
but cast little new light on the 
situation along the battlefront. 

Fighting in the Smolensk salient 
t.ward Moscow went into its 
twenty-eighth day with the Nazi 
eastward push apparently _ still 
checked firmly. 

The Red army also _ reported 
holding out in the Bel Tserkov 
area 50 miles south of Kiev after

struggle. The communique said, 
too, there was no let-up in the 
newer sectors of Uman, on the 
road east across the Ukraine, and 
at Soltsi, in the Leningrad area. 

A town of 44,000, more than half 
Jews, Uman is situated on the east- 
ern slope of the Avratin hills be- 
tween Kiev and Odessa. It is 
known in Russian history as the 
scene of the “Uman slaughter” of 
1768 in which the town was razed 
and 18,000 inhabitants were killed 
to put down an uprising. 

Raids by Guerrilla Bands. 

Guerrilla activities were said to 
be taking an increasingly heavy 
toll of German troops and sup- 
plies throughout the entire Soviet 
territory into which the Nazis have 
moved. Russian dispatches said 
these operations by large and small 
bands of organized irregulars were 
augmented by swift forays through 
the German lines by Russian caval- 
ry, particularly in the Ukraine, 
and in some cases by small tank 
detachments. 

The Soviet Bureau of Informa- 
tion reported a bumper harvest of 
wheat and rye being taken in by 
a great worker army throughout 
the Southern Ukraine and _ the 
Crimean Republic back of the Rus- 
sian fighting line. 


German Vanguard Only 40 Miles 
from Nikolaev, London Repert. 
LONDON, Aug. 12 (AP).—Au- 

thoritative quarters here estimated 

today that a “small number of 

German armored forces” is only 

about 40 miles from the big Rus- 

sian grain port of Nikolaev on the 

Black Sea. 

The main’ German drive to the 
Black Sea is developing from the 
Uman area, the sources said, There 
the Nazis are throwing their full 
weight while armies on the north- 
ern and central fronts are solding 
gains, it was said.

From Mogilev, southwest of Smo- 
lensk, the advance positions 
claimed for the Nazi armed forces 
formed a great semi-circle swing- 
ing to the west around the Pinsk 
marshes and sweeping back to 
the east below Kiev. 

How far the Germans still are 
from Kiev itself was not clear, but 
news dispatches said they were ad- 
vancing along “well-paved, . broad 
highways leading straight to the 
city.” 

All major arteries behind the 
Russian lines in the Southern 
Ukraine were° reported jammed 
with retreating Soviet troops on 
which the German air force was 
said to be raining explosives. Rail 
traffic was described as badly dis- 
rupted, with seven trains reported 
derailed or damaged in one sector 
alone. 

Nazis Claim Air Mastery. 

Several Russian troop’ ships 
moving along the Bug River also 
were reported damaged heavily by 
bombs. : 

The Germans were said to be 
showing mastery of the air, de- 
stroying 23 Russian planes in dog- 
fights while losing only one. 

The Nazis acknowledged the Reds 
still were fighting stubbornly in the 
Ukraine, but said their losses were 
extremely heavy.

262 SOVIET PLANES 
DOWNED, FINNS SAY 


HELSINKI, Aug. 12 (AP).—A 
communique today said Finnish 
fighters and anti-aircraft gunners 
had brought down 262 enemy 
planes since the start of the second 
war with Soviet Russia. 

The Finns also claimed to have 
destroyed or captured 444 Soviet 
tanks and 31 armored cars. 

Finnish mines, torpedoes and 
coastal artillery have destroyed 15 
Russian vessels, including three 
submarines, two miners layers and 
six transports, the communique 
said. The continual drifting of 
lifeboats, oars and other wreck- 
age indicated the number of de- 
stroyed vessels is even greater than 
this number of confirmed sink- 
ings, it was asserted.

Governor Says Action Is 
‘Fraught With Peril’ —

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP).— 
While Secretary of the Navy Knox 
conferred today on possible Gov- 
ernment operation of the strike- 
bound Federal .

Edison, who preceded. Knox as 
Secretary of the Navy, said: 
“When labor and: capital com- 
placently encourage the Govern- 
ment to take over industrial plants, 
they are contributing to the crea- 
tion of a system which will de- 
stroy the very freedom that we 
are arming. ourselves to preserve. 
There must be some other answer. 


“As Governor of New Jersey I 
request those concerned to grant 
opportunity for the State of New 
Jersey to see if that answer. can 
be found.” 

Knox withheld any hint of his 
attitude toward the company’s of- 
fer, affecting the big plant where 
17,000 workers have been idle since 
Thursday. 

In proposing this step yesterday, 
Korndorff declared that the strike 
“involves no issue but the mainte- 
nance of the open shop. We are 
unwilling to abandon the defensé 
of the freedom of the 
worker to choose whether he will 
belong to a union or not.” 


Peter Flynn, vice president of

British bombers had to fly over 
about 150 miles of hostile terri- 
tory to reach Cologne, which is 
about 40 miles inside the German 
frontier with The Netherlands. 

The raid on North France was 
one of the heaviest in weeks. Hamp- 
den bombers and protecting fight- 
er planes wept eastward in both

Mrs. Bender Asserts She Is Not Standing in 


Defense—Dispute .

Mrs. Lena Bender, who has been 
standing on her rights and sitting 
with her shotgun to prevent the

An “overwhelming 
volume” of automobiles, washing 
machines, refrigerators and other 
durable goods sold in St. Louis, he 
estimated, was purchased on the 
installment plan. Unlimited credit 
expansion, Davis said, would ad- 
versely affect the national defense 
program and might prove a con- 
tributing factor in bringing about 
inflation.

Joseph J. Schultz, a former State 
Representative, was found guilty 
of embezzlement of $8 from a Po- 
lice Court traffic case defendant, 
in Court of Criminal Correction 
today and was sentenced to 90 
days in the Workhouse by Judge 
James W. Griffin.

Approves Measure Which 
St. Louis Officials Say 
Will Cost City $100,000 


a Year.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 12.— 
The bofder city truck and bus fee 
exemption bill, opposed by the city 
administration of Mayor William 
Dee Becker of St. Louis and sup- 
ported by business interests of St. 
Louis, Kansas City and St. Joseph, 
was approved last night by Gov. 
Forrest C. Donnell, after nearly 
an entire day of considering its 


‘merits. 


It was the last bill to be disposed 
of by the Governor, of the 209 
passed by the 1941 Legislature. It 
was signed at 10:44 p. m., a little 
more than an hour before the mid- 
night expiration of the 30-day 
period in which the Governor could 
sign or veto bills, after adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature. The bill 
becomes effective on Oct. 10. 

The bill, termed an anti-trade 
barrier measure by its proponents, 
will exempt from State truck and 
bus fees all trucks and busses en- 
tering a Missouri border city from 
another state, if the Missouri op- 
eration of the carrier is within the 
city and its suburban zone. This 
zone, as defined by the State truck 
and bus law, is the territory ex- 
tending one mile beyond the city 
boundaries, plus one additional 
mile far each 50,000 of popylation 
within the city.

Mayor Becker and Comptroller 
Louis Nolte of St. Louis both urged 
veto of the bill, in letters to the 

vernor, contending the act would 
result in the loss of approximately 
$100,000 a year in truck and bus 
fees to the city and questioning 
constitutionality of the bill.

The first material he received for 
study was the transcript of the 
brief inquiry made by a legislative 
committee, following the charges 
made by Charles M. Hay, St. Louis 
attorney, in a speech in front of 
the Capitol July 2.

Another 
was set for Aug. 4, but at that 
time the Governor found that the 
work of inspecting legislative en- 
actments would occupy him up to 
the final time for such considera- 
tion, which ended last night.

French Leader Assails ‘False Rumors and 
Intrigues’ in Defending Administra- 
tion—For ‘Reconciled Contient.’ 


VICHY, Aug. 12 (AP). 
OLLOWING is the text of the 
F radio address ‘made to the 
French people tonight by Mar- 
shal Henri Philippe Petain, Chief 
of State: : 

Frenchmen! 

I have grave things to tell you! 

For the last several weeks I have 
felt an ill wind rising in many re- 
gions of France. Disquiet is over- 
taking minds; doubt is gaining con- 
trol of spirits. The. authority of 
my Government is made the sub- 
ject of discussion; orders are often 
being ill-executed, 

In an atmosphere of false rumors 
and intrigues the forces of recon- 
struction are growing discouraged. 
Others are trying to take their 
place without their nobleness or 
disinterestedness, My sponsorship 
is too often invoked, even against 
the Governemnt, to justify self- 
styled undertakings of salvation 
which, in fact, amount to nothing 
more than appeals for indiscipline. 

A real uneasiness inflicts the 
French nation. The reasons for 
this uneasiness are easy to under- 
stand. Cruel hours are always fol- 
lowed by difficult times. 

While at the frontiers of the na- 
tion—which defeat has put out of 
action but whose empire leaves 
her vulnerable—the war goes on, 


ravaging new continents every day, 
everybody wonders with anguish 
about the future of our country. 

Some feel themselves betrayed, 
others think they are abandoned. 
Some wonder where their duty 
lies, others first seek their own 
interest. 


Criticises Some French 


Papers, London Radio. 


The London radio and certain 
French newspapers add to this 
confusion of minds. The sense of 
national interest in the end loses 
in justice and vigor. From this dis- 
order of ideas springs disorder of 
affairs. Is this, indeed, the fate 
France has deserved after 13 
months of calm, of work, of incon- 
testable revival? 

Frenchman, I put this question 
to you. I ask you to measure its 
score and answer it in the con- 
fines of your consciences. 

Our relations with Germany have 
beén defined by an armistice con- 
vention, the character of which 
could only be provisional. Drag- 
ging out this situation makes it 
that much harder to support it in- 
sofar as it controls relations be- 
tween two great nations.

Quick action by the St. Louis

great American public the rea- 
sons why it has no cause to fear 
a decline of French ideals. Cer- 
tainly our parliamentary policy 
is dead. But it never had more 
than a little in common with the 
democracy of the United States.

“Misjudged” by U. 8S. Press. 
He went on: 

“The American press has often 
misjudged us. Let it now make 
an effort to understand the quality 
of our souls; the destiny of a na- 
tion’ whose soil was—during the 
course of history—periodically rav- 
aged; its youth decimated; its 
well-being troubled by the weak- 
ness of Europe, in whose recon- 
struction France intends joday to 
participate.” 

Bid for Unity. 
Speaking in the strongest terms, 
Petain made an obvious effort to 
pull the French together behind 
his ‘ government. 
He mentioned particularly the 
failure of food supply and stated 
that the question was one of the 
most important for France at the 
moment. 
Without mentioning recently 
ousted Food Supply Minister Jean 
Achard by name, the Marshal told 
the nation that “I have already 
taken sanctions and struck at an 
entire system in the person of a 
single man: that of national dis- 
tribution centers which have as- 
sured the great commercial agents 
of exclusive and usurious control 
of all questions of food supply to 
the detriment of the producer and 
consumer.” 

Darlan, who on June 10 called 
for “loyal” collaboration with Ger- 
many and who has publicly at- 
tacked Britain’s war role since the 
fall of France, was placed in charge 
of the following by today’s decree; 

1. General organization of na- 
tional defense. 

2. Distribution and use of the 
armed forces. 

3. General inspection of the armed 
forces. 

Error in Decree Reported. 

Darlan also was given control 
of France’s colonies by the official 
journal’s text of the decree, but 
later high sources said the decree 
had made a mistake on this point. 

The decree as published said the 
departments of state for war, navy 
and colonies all would be under 
the new defense ministry, but a 
later announcement mentioned 
only the secretaries of state for 
war and navy as “assisting” the 
Defense Minister, and informed 
quarters said that mention of the 
colonial secretary would be deleted 
in a correction tomorrow. 

The clew to the concentration of 
powers was seen in statements 
when such a measure first was 
hinted that Darlan would thus have 
a freer hand in conducting nego- 
tiations with Germany for collabo- 
ration. 

The German-controlled Paris 

press has been insistent lately 
that collaboration include military 
as well as political and economic 
matters, and has urged that such 
co-operation especially be extend- 
ed to cover the defense of Dakar 
on the western “hump” of Africa 
and other strategic points in 
French Africa. 
All members of the Gove?fnment 
were raised to ministerial rank by 
the new decree. Some of them 
previously had held the rank only 
of state secretary. 


Eight Ministers. 
The Government now is com- 
posed of eight ministers: 
Admira] Darlan, national defense, 
foreign affairs and navy. 
Gen. Charles Huntziger, war. 
Joseph Barthelemy, justice. 
Pierre Pucheu, interior. (He 
formerly was secretary of that de- 
partment.) 
Yves Bouthillier, national econ- 
omy and finance. 
Pierre Caziot, agriculture. 
Henry Moysset, minister of state 
(formerly a secretary of state). 
Lucien Romier, minister of state. 
In addition, two state secretaries 
were named. One is M. Charbin, 
president of the Lyon Chamber of 
Commerce, appointed secretary of 
state for food supply, a post for- 
merly held by Caziot. The second, 
Paul Marion, fills an entirely new 
post as secretary general of in- 
formation and propaganda. 


The secretariats of state for na- 
tional education and youth, family 
and public health were turned. over 
to Pucheu as minister of the in- 
terior. '

ROOSEVELT URGES 
FOOD RESERVES 


That Such Crises ‘Can 
as Yet Be Only Dimly 


Foreseen.’ 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 (AP).— 


President Roosevelt said in a let-|s 


ter made public today by Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wickard that 
the country needed food reserves 
“to meet emergencies which can 
as yet be only dimly foreseen.” 

Addressed to Wickard, it was in 
acknowledgement .of a report on 
the Agriculture Department’s pro- 
gram to encourage production of 
pork, dairy products, poultry 
products and other foods. It was 
dated July 25. 


Roosevelt said that in this time 
of crisis, “food is a weapon against 
Hitlerism just as much as muni- 


tions, and food will continue to 
be a weapon in all efforts toward 
insuring a more orderly, prosper- 
ous and peaceful world.” 

Recalls Step in Last War. 

He recalled that in the first 
World War it became necessary to 
establish a Food Administration, 
but added that in this war he saw 
no reason to believe such an agen- 
cy would be needed. 

He said agriculture was meeting 
the situation much more satisfac- 
torily by increasing production in 
an orderly way “so that our own 
needs and the needs of our friends 
can be met without causing scarci- 
ty or unduly high prices.” 

“As you pointed out,” the Presi- 
dent wrote, “we need not only abun- 
dant production for ourselves and 
for other nations resisting aggres- 
sion, but we need reserves to meet 
emergencies which can as yet be 
only dimly foreseen. The mon- 
strous forces that Nazism has 
loosed upon the world are ravag- 
ing many lands. The first task is 
to beat down these forces and 
then to repair the damage they 
have done, to the best of our abil- 
ity. In this process of rebuilding 
and rehabilitation, food will be es- 
sential.” 


He added a belief that farmers 
could rest assured that they would 
receive fair prices for their prod- 
ucts and would be protected after 
the ending of the crisis. 

Wickard disclosed that at the 
President’s suggestion he had ap- 
pointed the presidents of four lead- 
ing farm organizations as a com- 
mittee on agricultural production 
for defense and related matters. 

They were James G. Patton, 
president of the, Farmers’ Educa- 
tional and Co-operative Union of 
America; Edward A. O’Neal, pres- 
ident of the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation; Louis J. Taber, 
master of the National Grange, 
and Judge John D. Miller, presi- 
dent of the National Co-operative 
Council. 

The Agriculture Department said 
the committee would meet regular- 
ly with the Secretary and other 
officials to aid ‘in the defense pro- 
duction effort and “to give assist- 
ance in other matters where the 
experience and resources of the 
farm organizations will prove help- 
ful in meeting defense needs.”

bad pitches, and to meet the ball 
solidly,” said ‘Crabby’. 

“When I failed to stick with the 
Cardinals in 1933 I tried to find 
out what was wrong with my 
batting.: They all said I fieided 
well enough.

Two Ways of Making 

the Squeeze Play. 

N a recent game the Cardinals 
| tines the bases with nobody 

out and then failed to score. 
Eugene J. Reilly apologizes for 
second guessing, but suggests 
that when Frank Crespi went to 
bat with the bases filled and 
none out, he should have been 
instructed to put down a squeeze 
play bunt. “Maybe I’m wrong,” 
his letter concludes, “but it 
seems to me that overstuffed 
Freddy Fitzsimmons pulled it 
the other day.” 

Yes, the Dodgers pulled it 
twice recently. Fitzsimmons 
squeezed a run over the plate in 
a game with the Cardinals at 
Sportsman’s Park and Leo Du- 
rocher, entering the game as a 
pinch hitter, squeezed the win- 
ning run over the plate. 

It’s a valuable trick, that 
squeeze play, but it also is dan- 
gerous, and it induces second 
guessing. A good hitter puts 
down a bunt and fails to nudge 
a run over the plate. The second 
guessers immediately complain. 
Why didn’t the manager let that 
good hitter have his cut at the 
ball? A long fly or a single 
would have scored a run. Now 
a double play will end the game. 
The manager himself may be in- 
clined to feel that way about it, 
after the squeeze has gone 
wrong. 

Safety Squeeze 

the More Difficult. 

N the same Dodger series at 
| Sportsman's Park the Cardi- 

nals tried the squeeze in the tie 
game, but the runner trying to 
score from third was forced at 
the plate. When Fitzsimmons 
put down his squeeze bunt, how- 
ever, the runner breezed home 
by a wide margin. 

The reason for the difference 
was that the Cardinals played 
a safety squeeze, while the Dod- 
gers were more daring. That is, 
the Cardinal base runner on third 
didn‘t start for the plate until 
the batter had bunted the ball. 
The way the Dodgers played it, 
the runner started with the 
pitcher’s arm, and was half way 
home when the bunter’s bat met 
the ball. 

The defense has little or no 
chance to break up the daring 
squeeze play, if the batter bunts 
the ball on the ground. The dan- 
ger, of course, is that the pitch- 
er may suspect what is coming 
and pitch out of the batter’s 
reach. When that happens the 
man running in from third looks 
very foolish. 

A greater danger is that the 
batter may hit a pop fly, and 
the runner from third usually 
is doubled off the bag if the bunt 
happens to be a pop-up. 

Percentage, therefore, is 
against the squeeze play, unless 
the batter is a handy fellow with 
the war club. If he is a clever 
bunter and knows that in such 
circumstances the idea is to 
stand flat-footed and see that the 
bunt is a good one, rather than 
to try to beat it out, the squeeze 
has a good chance of going over.

Other prospective customers, 
the proprietor said, were accosted 
with such remarks as: “You don’t 
expect to enjoy that sandwich, do 
you?” 

The proprietor repeated a jingle 
which he said was chanted by the 
young women pickets: 

“Is $1 a day the American Way? 
No, it’s Bill Medart’s way.” 

“We don’t séek to prevent all 
picketing,” Medart’s attorney, 
Charles H. Spoehrer, told the court. 
“We are asking to have the num- 
ber limited—there have been as 
many as 15 around the entrance 
at times—and to have their utter- 
ances kept within the law.” 

Noar H. Cooper of Huntleigh, in- 
surance broker, ho carried a 
Deputy Constable’s badge and dis- 
played it in an argument with 
the pickets when he went to the 
restaurant the evening of July 31, 
testified to hearing cries of “Scab!” 
He said he told one of the young 
women that he had the right to eat 
there, and that a man went up to 
him and said: “Oh, you’re looking 
for trouble? Well, -you came to 
the right place.” No further trou- 
ble occurred, however. 

Claude McElwee, attorney for 
the strikers, asked Cooper why he 
showed his badge when police were 
near. Cooper refused to answer 
at first, but when Judge Mason 
advised that he answer, said: “I 
thought I was going to be at- 
tacked.” 

McElwee sought to show that 
Medart had addressed the pickets 
in profane language, but the pro- 
prietor denied this. “I did use a 
curse word,” he said, “when I found 
a lot:of tacks strewn outside and

Other customers and employes 
testified for Medart, while defense 
witnesses awaited their turn.

—Fred Hunt, promoted from war- 
den of Granite Reformatory, took 
over at McAlester Penitentiary to- 
day as funeral services were held 


for his predecessor, Jess Dunn, who 
wag killed in a prison break Sun- 
day. 

Hunt, who once dressed recal- 
citrant reformatory inmates in lace 
panties and seated them on a plat- 
form to receive the jeers of their 
fellows, was named to his new 
post last night by Gov. Leon C. 
Phillips. 

Ed O’Brien, chief clerk of the 
State Board of Affairs and a for- 
mer merchant with no previous 
prison experience, replaced Hunt 
at Granite. 

Hunt never has lost a prisoner 
nor had a major break attempt 
during his six and one-half years 
as warden at Granite. 

“Hunt is boss out there,” said 
Phillips, who has been investigat- 
ing personally the Sunday break 
in which Dunn, two convicts and 


a jailer were killed after four con- 
victs seized the warden as a host- 
age. “His job is to keep those men 
in amd he has my complete back- 
ing.” 

In his late forties, Hunt, six-foot, 


three-inch, 200-pound man, who 
regularly wears cowboy boots and 
a 10-gallon hat, took over at Grap- 
ite after 33 felons broke out in 
February, 1935, killing Tower Guard 
Pate Jones. . 

He replaced Mrs. George A. Wa- 
ters, who had been affectionately 
known as Ma to the inmates who 
turned against her. 

In addition to keeping the in- 
mates already in the prison behind 


the bars, Hunt won a reputation 
as a relentless hunter of men who 
had escaped under previous ad- 
ministrations. 

One of his cases of missing men 
was that of Cariton Chilton, who 
escaped nearly a decade ago and 
became a respected citizen of Ohio. 
Hunt pleaded personally for the 
return of Chilton at a hearing be- 
for the Governor of Ohio, but the 
chief executive refused to grant 
his extradition.

Pre- 
sumably the force which has 
reached Uman, south of Kiev and 
midway between that city and 
Odessa, is the column moving 
down from the north. There has 
been no intimation that another 
German spearhead, at Bel Tserkov 
within 50 miles of Kiev, has made 
substantial new progress. 

The column striking eastward 
close to the Black Sea and report- 
ed to be threatening Nikolaev as 
well as Odessa, has not been pre- 
viously mentioned. Presumably it 
crossed the Dniester close to the 
Black Sea coast and is striking 
toward Nikolaev beyond Odessa 
to avoid innumerable deep water- 
ways thrusting far inland at every 
stream mouth. 

Another new Nazi stab is in the 
north. It is reported reaching 
Soltsi, west of Lake Ilmen and 
about 120 miles south of Lenin- 
grad. Soltsi appears to be an im- 
portant rail junction. A narrow 
gauge line runs from there direct 
to Leningrad. The main rail sys- 
tem, including both a narrow 
gauge and a double-track broad 
gauge route, skirts Lake Ilmen on 
the north, however, to reach the 
main Leningrad-Moscow connec- 
tion about 80 miles northeast at 
Chadrovo, some 60 miles southeast 
of Leningrad. 

The Soltsi advance is far more 
of a threat to Leningrad than the 
German spearhead in the Kholm 
region‘on the Lovat River south 
of Lake Ilmen. Yet at Kholm the 
Nazi air force would have high- 
ground bases available to hammer 
at both Leningrad and Moscow 
through the winter. It could blast 
at the many important rail junc- 
tions even east of the Volga. That 
is a further indication that Hitler 
is preparing for a war winter in

Hitler and the Russian Bear 
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Russian Lives to Tell How He Was 
Blown Out of Tank by 500-Lb. Bomb 


Explosion Killed Companions and Hurled 
Him Through Open Door — Made Way 
Back to His Lines at Night.

MOSCOW, Aug. 12. 


ODAY I talked to a tank driver 
T nose rolling fortress was shat- 

tered by a 500-pound bomb that 
scored a direct hit on the turret. 
When the bomb struck the turret 
and exploded inside the tank all 
others of the crew were killed and 
the driver was hurled througk the 
door blown ope by the blast. The 
explosion showered flaming gaso- 
line on him and he suffered se- 
vere burns on the head, face, 
hands, arms and body. 


He is Nikolai Brazhnikov, 28 
years old, whose home is in the 
Voronezh region of Great Russia. 
He is still heavily bandaged from 
his injuries, 

“Our unit received orders to join 
a large detachment of tanks that 
was preparing to meet an expected 
attack by German tanks,” he said. 
“I don’t know how many tanks 
there «were around us when the 
dawn broke, but it looked like a 
whole world full. We then began 
moving over a hill to meet the 
Germans. After a short time we 
saw them ahead and they opened 
fire.” 


Shots Glance Off. 


“My unit got orders to drive in 
full speed. In no time at all we 
were mixing with the German 
tanks and things started happen- 
ing. Our tank got three German 
tanks without much trouble. All 
the time we were being hit, but 
their shots did not penetrate our 
tank. I could see some of them 
strike the armor but they glanced 
off without damage. There isn't 
much force behind a lot of their 
bullets and shells and our armor 
is so tough they have a hard time 
doing us any damage. It was the 
middle of the day then and we had 
just about cleared out most of the 
Germans from the side of the hill. 
I was ordered to move around in 
position to follow up the tank we 
had been working on. Just then 
the German aviation came up. We 
didn’t pay much attention to it 
at first because we were busy try- 
ing to get the range of the tank 
we were after. Then the next 
thing I knew there was a big ex- 
plosion and I found myself lying 
out in the field with gasoline burn- 
ing all over me. 


“I managed to beat out the 
flames and crawl away from the 
burning tank, I looked around 
for the rest of the crew but they 
had been blown to bits by the 
bomb burst inside the tank. The 
battle was still going on all around 
me and I crawled toward a woods 
about a hundred yards away. When 
I reached it I was too weak to go 
any further so I stayed there in a 
ditch, 

“When I came to it was late 
afternoon and there wasn’t a tank 
or sound of a tank anywhere. All 
the firing had stopped, too. I went 
through the woods to a place 
where we had started from in the 
morning but there wasn’t anybody 
there, After resting some, I start- 
ed for our lines. 


Sees Group of Nazis. 


“Along the way I saw a group 
of Germans on a bridge across the 
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stream. I went back up the hill- 
side and when I got there I found 
another Red army man who had 
been wounded. We decided to go 
around the Germans and try to 
reach our lines. After a while we 
crossed a stream about two miles 
below the bridge and when we got 
to the top of a hill we saw an- 
other group of Germans.” 


Before we could get out of sight 
they saw us and began shooting 
at us. It was getting dark then 
and we hid in some bushes until 
the shooting ceased. We waited 
about an hour and then came out 
and crawled along the hill top. In 
a little while we came to either 
the same group or another group 
but they didn’t see us. We crawled 
around them going from bush to 
bush until we got two or three 
miles beyond them. We thought 
all was clear then but soon several 
Germans came past us on motor- 
cycles. We hid in a ditch until 
they were out of sound ahead and 
then we started. 


“Some time around midnight we 
almost got caught by the same 
Germans who had passed on the 
motorcycles because they were sit- 
ting on the side of the road beside 
their machines. We dodged into 
bushes while they were shooting 
and managed to get into the woods. 
After everything was quiet we 
again started toward our lines. We 
went the rest of the way during 
the night and got there just as the 
sun was coming up. When my 
burns were treated I was sent to 
the rear to recover. I will be back 
there with my tank unit as soon 
as I am allowed to go. I don’t 
want to sit around here any long- 
er than I can help.”

MORE HINTS OF A SALES TAX. 
Congress, especially the Senate, is coming to re- 
alize the inadequacy of the pending $3,200,000,000 tax 
bill. It really began to see the light when Secretary 
Morgenthau explained that, during the three and a 


Committee was formulating the bill, actual appropri- 
ations exceeded the budget estimates on which it was 
based by 14 billion dollars. | 

That is why the nation is hearing more and more 
hints of a Federal sales tax. Perhaps the first came 
from Chairman Doughton of the House committee, 
one of the latest from Senator Brown of Michigan. 
Both men tried to sugar-coat the pill, but what goes 
for a rose by any other name also goes for a sales 
tax by any other name—with reverse English. 

Senator Brown has buttressed -his recommendation 
of such a levy with the argument that the broaden- 
ing of the income tax base by lowering exemptions 
for single persons from $800 to $750, for married per- 
sons from $2000 to $1500—as proposed by the Treas- 
ury—would not result in any substantial increase in 
revenue. ’ 

It may prove to be true that the income tax is sub- 
ject to the law of diminishing returns. When ex- 
emptions were cut from $2500 to $2000 for married 
persons and from $1500 to $800 for single persons, 
the bracket thus added produced only $19,000,000. 
And, Senator Brown points out, it cost $15,000,000 
to collect this sum. 

It may be that a further widening of the bas 
would be, relatively, even less productive. It would, 
of course, Have a great psychological value, since it 
would increase the number of taxpayers and, there- 
fore, of citizens directly interested in Federal 
finances. But, desirable as that might be, it would 
be no contribution toward the solution of the real 
problem of finding more revenue. ; 

That could be accomplished by effecting govern- 
mental economies and abandoning the silver-pur- 
chasing policy—the Treasury is willing—while, at 
the same time, increasing the present income tax 
rates and surtaxes; revising corporation excess pfof- 
its taxes; lowering gift and estate tax exemptions, 
and by plugging the separate return loophole. 

Unfortunately, there is little disposition on the 
part of most Congressmen to follow such a realistic 
course. Higher rates would be a direct and recog- 
nizable defense tax, and, patriotism notwithstanding, 
they would bring protests. 

The politicians would like to avoid the groans. 
So they are, as usual, casting about for new forms 
of concealed taxation. They are talking of “con- 
sumption” taxes and excises. It is to be hoped, 
however, that they will realize that these are among 
the most unsound of all levies. In effect, they are 
an attempt to fool the people, to dip into their 
purses when they are off guard. 

' That is hardly consistent with the dignity of the 
Federal Government, no matter how often it has 
been tried in the past. 

What is more, a pickpocket Congress can’t hope 
to avoid detection. Concealed taxes cannot begin 
to raise the funds needed for defense and remain 
concealed. So Congress might just as well steel 
itself and make a frontal attack on the problem, 
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GOV. DONNELL MAKES A SOUND CHOICE. 

It was a hard question which Gov. Donnell faced in 
the bill to provide border city exemption for trucks 
and busses which enter Missouri from neighboring 
states. In signing this sharply contested measure he 
had to go counter to the urgent counsel of Mayor 
Begker and Comptroller Nolte, who say that the bill 
will cost St. Louis “at least $100,000” in present fees. 

The Governor’s approval, however, was in order, 
It is true that St. Louis and Kansas City and certain 
other communities, as well as the State, will lose 
fees now exacted for the movement of vehicles across 
our State line. But these fees should be made up 
in large part, if not more than counterbalanced, by 
increased business. For geography places both St. 
Louis and Kansas City opposite profitable trading 
territory in other states. Any tax on the transpor- 
tation of that business into St. Louis and Kansas 
City is a discouragement to that business. 

The Governor’s decision is in accord with the wise 
movement in the country to remove the interstate 
tariffs which would in time Balkanize America. 
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ON BEING “THREATENED.” 

A German Foreign Office spokesman has accused 
President Roosevelt of planning “aggression” in the 
Atlantic Ocean on the excuse that the security of the 
United States is “threatened.” 

“T’ll feel myself threatened by whomsoever, where- 
soever, whenever I please” are the words put into 
Mr. Roosevelt’s mouth by the spokesman. “I alone,” 
the President is made to add, “determine by whom, 
where, when I am threatened.” r 

Well, this is pretty ironic in the light of certain 
techniques that have been used in every aggression 
that has yet taken place in this war and in the war 
of nerves that preceded it. And they have not been 
used by the American President. 

Czecho-Slovakia was letting Russia use her air 
fields. Remember? At any rate, so said Hitler, 
who then invaded Czecho-Slovakia on the pretext 
that Germany was being “threatened.” 

Poland was planning an invasion of East Prus- 
Sia. So said Hitler, and thereupon he invaded 
Poland. 

Norway was about to be seized as a base of opera- 
tions by England. English and French troops had 
laid plans to invade Belgium and the Dutch East 
Indies. By these countries, therefore, Germany was 
“threatened,” 

France and England, of course, were plotting the 
destruction of the Reich, Yugoslavia was talking 
about “marching to Vienna” and Russia was pre- 
paring g monstrous stab in the back for her loyal 
friend, Germany. 

Just who, then, is the expert at determining “by 
whom, when and where I am threatened’?

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MORE THAN SHADOW-BOXING. 

The Japanese Minister to Washington, who is on 
his way to Tokyo at the moment, yesterday gave 
the press of his country a realistic appraisal of the 
relations between the two countries. Neither, he 
said, is eager to start anything, but both are pre- 
pared—and almost expecting—the worst. 

A sign of this was the invocation by Japan on the 
same day of the full provisions of its mobilization 
act, in force since the spring of 1938. This puts 
Japan’s economy on a full war footing. The Tokyo 
Government now. has unlimited authority to draft 
man power and resources. 

Minister Wakasugi said it is his belief that Wash- 
ington is ready with a retaliatory step for every step 
Tokyo might take. At the same time, an important 
Japanese newspaper declared that only two steps on 
our part are necessary to bring about a breach of 
diplomatic relations: (1) a complete embargo, (2) 
the sending home of Japanese consuls. 

Perhaps it will take more than that, but Japanese- 
American relations certainly have now been com- 
pletely removed from the sphere of shadow-boxing. 
A shooting war may be avoided because it is not in 
accord with certain major objectives of both coun- 
tries. | 

There is, for example, Japan’s long-standing pre- 
occupation with Siberia. She will never feel com- 
pletely safe with the Russians at her back. Unless 
oil from the Dutch Hast Indies assumes transcend- 
ent importance, Japan will long hesitate about a 
South Seas adventure so long as there is an op- 
portunity to push the Bear away from the back door. 

Similarly the United States will hesitate about 
an Oriental war which might lesgen our contribu- 
tion to the winning of thé Battle of the Atlantic. 

However both capitals now realize that the strain 
between them has become so great that a relatively 
minor disturbance of the status quo might turn 
them from these objectives. What makes the danger 
greater is the degree to which these have become Far

Too many conflicting viewpoints in defense setups, writer says; 
finds State Department often at odds with army and navy; New 
Dealers and dollar-a-year men mutually suspicious; President has 
} not grasped the reins as he did in previous crises of domestic policy.

HEN the Western world marked the 
W sad first aniversary of the French 
surrender, chill prognostic threat to 
America, the soldiers of the United States’ 
new army, playing at war in Tennessee, 
revealed a now familiar state of unreadi- 
ness. Some of the soldiers fought with 
wooden guns, because there were not 
enough rifles and cartridges to go around. 
The mass army is so new, the job of 
equipping it so huge, that delays could be 
expected and discounted. Deeper cause 
for alarm is the suspicion that the make- 
believe war may have been the symbol of 
larger make-believe at Washington, po- 
litical powerhouse of our national emergen- 
cy effort. 

The capital has told a long story of dis- 
ordered bickering and dalliance. The story 
still unwinds. Even at this late hour, 
when the United States and the Axis are 
coldly eyeing each other for an opening, 
Washington bickers and dallies over deci- 
sions which are fathers of our future. 

The city on the Potomac is still the cap- 
ital of confusion, and confusion’s child is 
an arsenal of democracy that remains too 
much and too long a blueprint. 

The Federal Government is a stronghold 
of disunity where men disagree out of 
complacency, mistrust, jealousy and fear. 
In the realm of grand policy, the State De- 
partment conflicts with the President, the 
Treasury, the Navy Department and ‘the 
Interior Department; and half the State 
Department won't tell the other half what 
it is up to. 

The officers in the army and navy frown 
on lease-lend because they want for the 
American army and navy the American- 
built planes that are dropping bombs on 
Germany and tanks that fight for England. 
In the older military services, brass-hats 
hold on desperately to outmoded controls 
On military aviation despite the clear air 
power lessons provided by the war. 

* * + 

Inside the OPM, the labor group divides 
against the industrial group, and the indus- 
trial group is cajoled to move in two op- 
posite directions. The New Dealers, now 
the ancient regime in Washington, suspect 
the dollar-a-year men of taking advantage 
of the emergency to erase the New Deal. 
The dollar-a-year men fear the New Deal- 
ers are seizing upon war as an excuse for 
stamping their seal on the United States 
forever. 

In the midst of such disputes, the phrase 
“all-out” remains only a phrase. 

Since the New Dealers, the military 
men, the various departments and the OPM 
all participate in solving the various prob- 


ems that arise in the defense program, 


for every question a dozen policies are 
advoeated, with dogged, uncompromising 
sistence. 

At the base of all difference are two fun- 
damental, contradictory points of view 
which are brought to every problem. One 
is the tough point of view, based on the 
proposition that America should do every- 
thing to make herself safe. The other is 
the appeasing point of view, resting on 
the supposition that action can always be 
put off until tomorrow. 

Usually the softie has prevailed—until 
events proved that he was wrong. So 
frustration grows for the advocates of a 
real defense effort in Washington's wild 
jungle of conflicting views, where men go 


with more gusto about playing tug-of-war 


over policy than about preparing for earn- 
est war. Uncertainty seeps into the spirit 
of the men arranging our defense. 

The presence of advocates of the various 
viewpoints in Washington testifies to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s commendable effort to 
have a unified national effort for defense. 
But the opposing forces, if they are to 
work together, need:guidance by a strong 
rein. The one man who can direct them 
if he will is the President. 

During the trying weeks of mid-June, 
after the weary men rescued from.a lifeboat 
in the mid-Atlantic disclosed the story of 
the Robin Moor’s torpedoing, Mr. Roosevelt 
became a dynamo of action. It was he 
who decided to freeze the Axis funds, a 
move advocated since January by Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau, whose 
urgings were overruled by Secretary of 
State Hull on the ground that the step 
would bring unpleasant reprisals. 

It was he who decided to order the Ger- 
man consuls out of the country. It was 
he who decided on the unusual course of 
announcing to Congress before he told it to 
Berlin that the Nazis had proved by the 
Robin Moor sinking that they were pirates. 

* * * 


The Mr. Roosevelt who dealt with the 
Robin Moor case was a new man—or 
rather, the old Roosevelt of the first ad- 
ministration. He cut through confusion 
and made decisions that long had been 
debated purposelessly. But aside from deal- 
ing with matters incidental to the Robin 
Moor and from making tough speeches, the 
President in his third term has not been 
giving the country the concrete unequivo- 
cal kind of leadership which he gave a 
the zenith of the New Deal epoch. 

In his amused way, he made the shock- 
ing announcement to a press conference 
early in Jyne that he is now doing less 
paper work and making fewer decisions 
than at any time since he entered the 
office. It is easily believable. He has re- 
peatedly shown incredible ignorance of 
events, and has repeatedly humiliated his 
Cabinet members by an insouciant disagree- 
ment with their publicly declared positions. 

On June 11, President Roosevelt reported 
to Congress that in the preceding three 
months less than $75,000,000. worth of goods 
had been shipped to England under the 
lease-lend program; $75,000,000 pays for 
about a day of war. 

The softie policy of putting off until 
tomorrow the decision whether more sup- 
plies will be needed than are now avail- 
able, and whether more factory space will 
be required than now exists, is in large part 
responsible for the present confusion over 
aluminum, steel, oil and power. 

Preparing for a world war is a large 
job, and it is but natural that confusions 
should arise. But it is essential that the 
confusions should be eliminated. The pic- 
ture now is far from wholly dark. The 
United States possesses the greatest indus- 
trial brains in the world. German factories 
are run according to lessons learned from 
America. We have the resources. We have 
everything—except decision, which wavers 
under a fear of economic slump.

It 
does not disappoint. 

Anyone who stopped to consid- 
er last night must have said this 
is Sigmund Romberg’s most won- 
derful work, even if he did com- 
pose “The Student Prince,” “New 
Moon” and “Maytime” as_ well.

15 Projects Are in Addition 
to 4 Major Ones to Cost 
$7,150,000, 


Details on applications for 15 
PWA school, recreational and 
health projects, estimated to cost 
$5,633,952, were issued today by 


Curry Carroll, construction engi- 
neer in the St. Louis PWA office. 
These are in. addition to four 
major street-widening, school and 
recreational projects, estimated to 
cost $7,150,000, for which the St. 
Louis Defense Area Advisory Com- 
mittee asked a priority rating last 
week. Details on the four major 
projects have not yet been submit- 
ted to Carroll's office. ; 

The new list of applications in- 
cludes a request for $522,500 for a 
St. Louis County Health Genter, 
for which the Area Advisory Com- 
mittee asked a priority rating to- 
day. The committee is headed by 
Charles H. Ellaby, president of the 
Board of Public Service, who has 
just returned from Washington, 
where he discussed the projects 
with PWA officials. 

Also on the list are applica- 
tions from St. Mary’s Hospital for 
$1,274,158 for construction of a 
six-story, 180-room addition, and 
from St. Joseph’s Hospital, St. 
Charles, for $294,970 for a five- 
story, 50-room addition. 

Both hospitals are private insti- 
tutions, but their application was 
made under a section of the law 
which permits private institutions 
to apply for loans or grants, if they 
can demonstrate that no part of 
their net earnings goes to a private 
stockholder or individual. 

All of the applications were 
made because of school, health and 
recreational needs expected to 
arise out of the great influx of 
workers in defense industries in 
the city and county. Except for 
those for which the Area Advisory 
Committee asked priority rating, 
no announcement was made as to 
whether the projects would receive 
the recommendation of the  S8t. 
Louis PWA office. Carroll’s rec- 
ommendations are confidential. 

The remaining applications were: 
Brentwood School, $191,850 for 
eight additional classrooms; Jen- 
nings Schools, $858,122 for gymnasi- 
ums and additions to four schools;

Davies was to have spoken on 
Russia but devoted half of his talk 
to a reply to Cudahy. 

“Hitler has broken his word 
again and again,” he said, “and 
now thinks he can kid us 
again. ... This talk of peace is 
nothing but a Trojan horse. 

“Is Hitler, flushed with victory, 
likely to make a peace on any 
other terms but those that would 
be to his own advantage? Has 
my old friend John Cudahy been 
taken for a ride? For a year and 
a half Hitler has been doing his. 
utmost to project a peace, When 
one is successful it is to his advan- 
tage to propose peace, to get a 
respite before he takes the next 
victim. ... 

“To talk of peace with Hitler 
now is to sell out individualism in 
this world. If Britain falls, if Rus- 
sia falls, what are our prospects?, 
Do you think we'd have a China-’ 
man's chance? 

“Hitler said he would not invade 
Belgium. The King of the Bel- 
gians himself told me that. But 
he did.”

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Health Peril 
Due to War 
Migrations

MAN may start a ranch in 

Liberia and that act may af- 

fect your eyesight. Something 
like this actually happened when 
Napoleon’s soldiers came home 
from the Egyptian campaign where 
they had acquired trachoma on 
Egyptian farms and spread this 
eye disease through the civilian 
population of France. 

A bulletin of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Co, deals with the 
migrations of people that are go- 
ing on today all over the world. 
Why should a life insurance com- 
pany be interested in the migra- 
tions of peoples? Because it af- 
fects mortality, which ig the busi- 
ness of a life insurancé company. 
And not just the mortality of the 
migrating peoples half across the 
world, but the health of you and 
me, here and now. 

When peace comes to Europe, 
statesmen will be forced to reckon 
with millions of people whose 
hatreds, frustrations and poverty 
will raise serious problems and 
make difficult the tasks of the 
peacemakers, 

The figures about these migra- 
tions are in themselves staggering. 
We have not all the figures, but it 
is likely that nearly a fifth of the 
living population of the world is 
more or less completely removed 
from what was its normal environ- 
ment in 1935. 

In England approximately a 
million civilians have been re- 
moved from heavily bombed areas, 

There are 2,000,000 strangers, 
prisoners and civilians, at work in 
Germany. 

Since 1933 permanent migra- 
tions have occurred from Germany 
and its captured countries at the 
rate of 200,000 a year.

THE MOST STRIKING of these 
so-called repatriation movements 
has been the transfer of Germanic 
people in the Baltic, Polish, Bes- 
sarabian and Russian areas in 
1939 and 1940. This involves at 
least 400,000 people. When Rus- 
sia took Finland about 500,000 per- 
sons moved out of the territory 
ceded to Russia. 

The number streaming from Bel- 
gium and Northern France just 
ahead of the invasion will nev- 
e: be known, but probably to- 
talled millions. 

In unoccupied France the num- 
ber of refugees is estimated at 
2,500,000. 

There are at least 1,000,000 refu- 
gees in the Balkans from Poland. 
Whether they went back again 
in 1940 is a problem over which 
censorship has drawn a veil. 

The figures for China and the 
Far East are mere guess work, 
but will probably make Europe’s 
migrations seem puny. 

All this means transfer of ani- 
mal parasites, unfamiliar conta- 
gious diseases, starvation and the 
ravages of nutritional diseases. To 
say nothing of the effect of inter- 
marriage on the incidence of epi- 
lepsy, feeblemindedness, diabetes, 
cancer and arterial degeneration, 
and of psychological upheavals,

APRICOT CHIFFON PIE 

One No. 2 tin apricot halves, 
two teaspoons plain gelatine, four 
eggs (separated), three-fourths cup 
granulated sugar, one tablespoon 
lemon juice, one-eighth teaspoon 
salt, two ounces almonds (toasted 
and slivered), one-eighth teaspoon 
almond extract, cooled baked nine- 
inch pastry shell, whipped cream. 

Drain apricots and put aside 
seven halves for garnish; measure 
out one-third cup of juice, and rub 
remaining apricots through a sieve. 
Soak gelatine in two tablespoons of 
the juice for five minutes. Beat 
egg yolks slightly in top of dou- 
ble boiler; add one-fourth cup of 
the sugar, the apricot juice, lemon 
juice and salt, and cook over boil- 
ing water with constant stirring 
until it thickens (about five min- 
utes). Remove from heat and stir 
in gelatine until] dissolved. Cool 
until mixture is thick and syrupy. 
Beat egg whites until stiff, and 
gradually beat in remaining one- 
half cup sugar, adding almonds 
and flavoring at end. Fold into 
cooled gelatine mixture which has 
been whipped up until smooth and 
fluffy. Pour into cooled pastry 
shells and chill in refrigerator until 
firm. Garnish with whipped 
cream. Serves six.

Protect Your Sinuses When Swimmin 


Human Body Lacks Muscle Which 
Aquatic Animals Use to Close Nos- 
trils, So Doctors Advise Other Means - 
for Keeping Water Out of Nose.

starts “Mother, may I go out 

to swim?” may now be recited 
with the new last line, “Wear a 
nose clip in the water.” 

That is the advice doctors are 
now giving to those who do much 
underwater swimming and diving, 
especially if they have had fre- 
quent bouts of sinus and ear trou- 
ble. The object, of course, is to 
keep water out of the nose, ears 
and sinuses. 

Maybe you can swim like a fish 
and dive like a swan — not that 
swans dive, but some birds do, the 
diving petrel, for example. You 
cannot, however, shut your nos- 
trils and ears automatically or even 
deliberately when you submerge as 
diving mammals and birds do. 

These animals, which include div- 
ing petrels, walruses, seals, alliga- 
tors, beavers and manatees, have a 
complicated ringlike muscle which 
shuts the nostrils tightly when the 
head is submerged. Those birds 
which have no outside nostrils have 
a small elongated tongue which 
they can plug tightly into the in- 
ternal nostrils. When they have to 
open their beaks under water to 
grab a fish, they can, nevertheless, 
shut water out of the nostril and 
the air passages further back. ' 


Man has lost that muscle, Oxat 
best has only a small remnant of 
it which can only rarely be derm- 
onstrated to medical students at 
the dissecting table. It has the 
Latin name, compressor  narium. 
Evolutionary ages ago, when man’s 
ancestor lived in the water, he 
probably had a large and workable 
nostril-squeezer. Not even the most 
talented ear-wiggler today, how- 
ever, can move his compressor 
narium to shut his nostrils for a 
dive under water, 


That is why so many of our 
divers and swimmers come out of 
the water with a raw, irritated or 
stuffy feeling in the nose, a sense 
of pressure in the head, and a 
roaring or bubbling sound in the 
ears followed by a period of not 
hearing well. You can see them 
at any bathing beach or pool, 
snorting and squirting water out 
of their noses, jogging on one foot 
with head hanging to one side, 
trying to get the water out and 
to get rid of the stuffy feeling or 
the pain or ache in the cheek 
or above the eye. If you do much 
diving or swimming yourself, you 
know the feeling well. The jog- 
ging and the blowing may dis- 
lodge a little water, but unfortun- 
ately the pain or ache or stuffy 
feeling persists in all too many 
cases, marking the beginning or 
return of sinus or ear trouble, 

If you were to look inside the 
nose of one of these divers or 
swimmers, you would see that the 
delicate skin that lines it was 
rough and red, like a dishwasher's 
hands. Doctors call this delicate 
kind of skin, which lines not only 
nostrils but also sinuses and the

rest of the breathing passages, the 
mucous membrane. Normally it, is 
covered with a thin fluid which 


serves as a protection for the 


tender membrane. 

This fluid, called mucus, acts as 
a trap for germs, dirt or other 
foreign substances that get into 
the nose. The wave-like move- 
ments of tiny hairs carry it, germs 
and all, to the back of the nose 
where there is a passage to the 
mouth, there to be swallowed or 
spit out. The wave of the hairs is 
strong enough, one doctor re- 
ported, to move ink droplets about 
four-tenths of an inch per minute, 
or to move the mucus from the 
front to the back of the nose in 
10 minutes. 


Keeping iuis mucus film to 


cover the inside of the nose and 
moving at its normal rate is re- 
ported to be the most important 
single factor in preventing and 
eradicating infection in the nose. 
When water is constantly enter- 
ing your nose from underwater 
swimming, repeated diving, or the 
splash of backstroke swimming, 
the protective mucous covering is 
washed away. Chemicals in the 
water and the shock of the cold- 
ress of the water may stop the 
waving movement of the little 
Fairs. And there you are, with 
nothing to hold back germs in the 
water or in your own nose, for 
that matter, which get washed by 
the water into the sinuses and the 
Eustachian tubes leading from the 
back of the nose and mouth to the 
ears. The sinuses and Eustachian 
tubes, being ordinarily protected 
from germs, have not the power 
to resist them that the nostrils 
have, one doctor points out. 
The final straw to complete your 
discomfort and the danger to 
your health comes if the forcible 
inrush of water damages the deli- 
cate skin that lines the inside of 
the breathing airways, making it 
swell up so that the exits of the 
sinuses are closed and water 
which has gotten in cannot get 
out. This last may also happen 


when water !{s forced inside the 
ears during a dive if the force is 
strong enough to »vreak the ear- 
dium or if you already have a 
little hole in it, as many people 
have. 

Once water and germs get shut 
up inside the sinuses or the ear, 
you are likely to be in for a lot 
of pain and a siege with fast- 
growing germs that can cause 
serious trouble. 

Ear, nose and throat doctors, 
knowing these facts, have for a 
number of years’ insisted that 
those who dive and swim under- 
water should wear ear plugs, and 
try to keep the water out of their 
noses by breathing in through the 
mouth and out through the nose.

HIS last is easier said than 
T done, as you may have discov- 

ered for yourself. Dr. David 
Mezz, a Brooklyn physiciar who 
swims himself and owns to sinus 
trouble as a result of his aquatic 
activity, reviewed some of these 
facts in a report to the Laryngo- 
scope, a scientfic journal for nose 
and throat doctors. 

He made some tests with ex- 
pert swimmers and divers who 
volunteered to help him find what 
effect the style of breathing and 
swimming had on keeping water

Ah for Short O 


EVERAL readers have scotched 
Sx. of late for using “ah” to 

represent the sound of the short 
“o” in such words as from, of, 
honest, foreign, orange, positive, 
connoisseur, etc. One writes: “You 
are deliberately falsifying the facts 
in order to foster a depraved and 
illiterate pronunciation of our lan- 
guage!” 

Obviously, if this column is to 
be of any value to its readers, it 
must not dictate, but must report, 
accurately and without prejudice, 
good usage as it is found in the 
accepted American dictionaries, If 
we shall turn to the pronunciation 
section of Webster’s New Interna- 
tional Dictionary, Second Edition, 
page xiviii, we shall read this 
about the short “o”: “The rounded 
‘o’” (closer to the “aw’ sound as 
in soft, often) “is not in general 
use in America. It is used by a 
considerable part of the inhab- 
itants of Eastern New England, by 
many in New York City, and to a 
considerable extent in the South. 
It is also used sporadically in oc- 
casional words, but not as a stable 
speech sound in the country as a 
whole. In the prevailing speech of 
the whole country, words contain- 


ing ‘short o’ are pronounced with 
an entirely unrounded vowel iden- 
tical with ‘ah’ in father.” 

Since my column is published 
by more than 170 newspapers lo- 
cated in all parts of the country, 
it is plain that local peculiarities 
of speech cannot be recommended 
to my readers-at-large. As the 
“short o” is clearly “ah” in “the 
prevailing speech of the whole 
country,” I must continue so to 
report it here. 

But America is still a land of 
free speech, and my readers have 
the sacred right to say the “short 
o” in the manner that best pleases 
them, and, like Voltaire, “I will 
defend to the death your right 
to say it.”

out of their noses. He found that 
quiet, face-down floating is most 
effective in preventing water from 
getting into the nose. Neither 
nasal nor mouth exhalation keeps 
the water out. Feet-first diving, 
repeated diving and back-stroke 
swimming are the worst for get- 
ting water into your nose. He 
verified these findings in tests 
with a glass nose which he pulled 
through the water in the various

positions of diving and swim- 
ming. 

“These findings were substan- 
tiated in another and more sig- 
nificant way,” he reports. “Two 
of our volunteers had stuffy noses 
and a watery drip for several hours, 
and one other complained of a full 
head and an ache above the left 
eye following the diving sessions. 
We noticed that J. L. hopped 
around after most of the tests, 
trying to dislodge the water that 
had found its way into the middle 
ear by way of the Eustachian 
tube.” 


Breathing exclusively through 
the mouth while swimming and 
diving has most recently been ad- 
vised for keeping water out of the 
nose. Not even this is entirely 
successful, Dr. Mezz declares. Tests 
made with expert divers showed 
that though they may think they 
are holding air in their lungs while 
they dive ready to expel it under 
water, they “really do no breathing 


during the dive and pierce the wa- - 


ter with surprisingly little air left 
in the lungs.” 


Most of it is lost in the effort 
of the dive. Enough ig left, ap- 
parently, to create a positive pres- 
sure that prevents water getting 
into the nose as the diver plunges 
into the water, but there is not 
enough air in his lungs and breath- 
ing passages to keep the water 
from getting in during the under- 
water and breaking-water phase of 
the dive. 


The answer to all this, in Dr. 
Mezz’ opinion and that of other 
doctors, is something that will sub- 
stitute for that lost nostril-squeezer 
muscle and completely block the 
water from the nose. Cotton plugs, 
adhesive tape straps and even 
clothes pins have been used, Most 
satisfactory, in Dr. Mezz’ opinion, 
is a rubber covered, spring-steel 
nose clip with an elastic band to 
hold it around your head, or around 
your neck, when you are out of the 
water.

Lest it be thought that I ap- 
prove every one’s bidding except 
East’s, I hasten to state that 
South’s jump take-out and later 
leap to six hearts were nothing but 
sheer “stabs.” Admittedly South 
had a hard hand to bid; its ex- 
treme freakiness demanded a siam 
bidding device, such as asking 
bids, to investigate North’s club 
holding, the danger spot. But 
North-South were not using arti- 
ficial bids and, thus, South, feeling 
that he never could find out the 
precise honor makeup of North's 
diamond bid, determined to gam- 
ble. If it happened that there 
were two clubs tricks off the hand, 
perhaps a fortune opening lead 
wold save him. That is exactly 
what happened. 


Obviously, the only lead to de- 
feat six hearts was a club, and 
West did not make that good 
guess. Instead, he opened his sin- 
gleton diamond. Declarer won 
with the queen, entered dummy 
with a trump, and led a low 
spade away from the king. East, 
fearing a singleton queen in de- 
clarer’s hand, hopped up with the 
ace, and after that South could 
take the rest of the tricks, getting 
one discard on the established 
spade king and one on a high dia- 
mond. 


When North opened the bidding 
with one diamond, East should 
have realized that there was vir- 
tually no chance that the oppo- 
nents would end up in a diamond 
contract. Hence, he should have 
taken the opportunity to enter the 
bidding at the one level. His best 
action was to bid one spade. He 
could not double because there 
was entirely too much chance that 
his partner would bid hearts, Had 
East bid the spade, West never 
would have permitted South to buy 
the contract, even if it were neces- 
sary to go to six spades, presum- 
ably defensively. The remarkable 
part, however, was that six spades 
would have been a laydown by 
virtue of the correct spade finesse 
(leading the queen, not a low 
spade, through North), and a cor- 
rect guess for the club queen.
